This 
feignorage {| amounts Fto $52,000,000 and 
the profit that the Government has made on 
the purchase of silver. The jcoinage of this 
would be sufficient to make up the deficit 
that now threatens the Treasury. This will 
also have the effect of satistying the silver 
Democrats that the aaministration is not the 
enemy of silver. 

The President had a long talk with Speaker 
Crisp this morning on the subject, and Mr. 
Crisp is in full accord with the President. He 
thinks that such a message will do much to 
allay the feeling of disappointment among 
the Southern and Western Democrats 
who have erroneously been led to 
believe that unconditional repeal was a 
@eath blow to silver and consequently detri- 

wontal to their prosperity. 

A he Speaker left the White House he 

1 to the Senate and was closeted 
with Senor Gorman. Mr. Crisp repeated 
tie conversation that he had with the Pres- 
ident and the Maryland Senator at once ap- 
proved of the matter. - 

The Speaker and Senator Gorman both 
agreed that owing to the difference of 
opinion over the Sherman Dill that the party 
was suffering from factional disturbances. 
It must be immediately united and all will be 
plain sailing during the remainder of this 
Congress. That would also mean that the 
next Congress would also be Democratic, 

Senator Gorman and the Speaker had a 
plan that would bring about this condition 
of affairs. It was communicated to the 
President and he is enthusiastic for its adop- 


tion. 
The plan is this: The Republicans are 


once more to be given an opportunity to 
wave the bloody shirt to their heart’s con- 


tent within the next few days. 
That will immediately make the fouthern 
end Northern Democrats a band of broth- 


ors. 

The House will dispose of the rules on 
Wednesday and Ashbel F. Fitch will be given 
the right of way. It is known that he al- 


ready has a bill prepared which will repeal 
the Federal election laws and bounce John I. 
Davenport out of office. 

The President, Senator Gorman and the 
Bpeaker expect a meeting of the Committee 
on the Election of President and Vice-Pres!i- 
dent and Representatives in Congress. of 
which he is Chairman, next Weanesday, ana 
instruct the Chairman to report the Dill.

CONGRESSIONAL GOSSIP. 


What Is Likely to Be Done tn the Matter 
of State Bank Ciroulaticn. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 5.—Many and va- 
ried plans of legislation to follow the passage 
of the repeal bill have been discussed in Con- 
gress and out of it, but as yet nothing defin- 
ite has been agreed upon by either party. A 
number of bills have already been introduced 
and are pow reposing in the committees to 
which they were referred. There seems to 
bean impression among its advocates that 


the security for circulating the notes of the 
new banks under the proposed State laws 
— be fixed at about the following propor- 
tions: 

Forty per cent of Government bonds, 40 
percent of commercial or State securities 
and 20 percent of coin. Many of the advo- 
cates of the extension of the State banking 
system under national supervision,however, 
are not so definite in their proposition as 
these figures would indicate. They merely 
suggest ina general way that the President 
be given authority to abrogate the 10 per 
cent tax on issues on State banks when the 
banks had complied with certain conditions 
and that any kind of good security may be 
deposited by these banks with the State 
treasurers. Every scheme of this kind,how- 
ever, that has been proposed provides fora 
continuance of the present system of federal 
supervision and inspection. 

It has been given out from various sources 
that no bil to repeal the tax on the circula- 
tion of banks or any other kind of financial 
legislation will de considered in the Senate 
until that body has dis od ot its present 
task of repealing the silver purchase act. 

A Senator speaking on the subject said: 
One repeal bill at a time is more than 
enough to keep us dusy. Ihe only possible 
exception tothis might bethe introduction 
and prompt adoption of a joint resolution 
authorizing the Secretary ofthe lreasury to 
coin all the selgnorage now in the Treasury 
vaults. This amountsat present to about 
51,000,000 ounces, and by the time the resolu- 
tion is adopted it will probably have 
increased to about 52,000. 000 ounces. This 
addition to the Treasury's resources 
will be more than welcome, for Secretary 
Carlisle does not deny the critically low con- 
dition of the nation’s funds and the addition 
ofthis amount of ready cash, whether in 
silver dollars or subsidiary coin, will nearly 
recoup the Treasury from its present embar- 
rassment. But even this resolution will only 
be introduced as a last resort. There will 
certainly be no other fnancia) legislation 
until the repeal bill is definitely disposed of. 

Senator Gray is of the opinion that the 
whole matter will have to be acted upon by 
Congress before a great while. The con- 
ditions existing to-day, he says, are vastly 
different from those before the war, when 
State banks were in vogue. He does not be- 
lieve there is any more danger of wildcat 
banks now than there is of slavery being es- 
taBlished. 

Senator Voorhees is perhaps the most out- 
spoken champion of State banks on the floor 
ofthe Senate. What he means bya State 
bank ts not the banks so commonly remem- 
bered and associated with ideas so repugnant 
to banking principles, but the chartered 
State banks which have a circulation based 
upon specie itself—goldad and silver. Senator 
Voorhees says that when he made the state- 
ment in his speech a few days ago that no 
man had ever lost a dollar through a char- 
tered State bank. he uttered a truth that had 
not to this day been denied, and could never 
be. That isthe sort of bank he contends for. 
He believes the security of notes could 
be found not in state or municipal 
bonds, but he says that it should be 
based on the precious metals themselves. 
This means that there should be at all times 
in the vaults of the banks one-third the 
amount of its notes in gold and silver—an 
amount amply sufficient from his point of 
view to redeem any of the notes of the bank 
that mightat any time be offered for re- 
demptionand upon which to transact the 
business of the community in which the 
bank is located. His plan also contemplates 
governmental supervision and inspection, a 
combination which will, he believes, offera 
solution to the problems now before the peo- 
pie and give thema system of banking as 
— and reliable as any ever devised by 

an. 

According to Representative Oates of Ala- 
bama, resident Cleveland is opposed to the 
e tax on State bank Circulation. 

hen Mr. Oates made this assertion he 
had just bad an audience with the 
President. Speaking of the interview, Mr. 
Oates said: ‘‘Watlie kam not at liberty to re- 
peat my conversation with the President, I 
can say he is not opposed to the repeal of the 
prohibitive tax on State bank circulation.’’ 

A Oubinet officer is quoted as the authority 
for the statement that the Administration at 
this time is preparing no currency measure 
to be presented to Congress, It is interested 
only in the passage of the repeal bill now 
before the senate. After that measure is 
passed, it is said that a general measure to 
carry out the Demoeratic platform as to cur- 
rency relief will be considered.

Secretary Gresham has received an opin- 
ion from Atty.-Gen. Olney, in which he holds 
that under the law the work of buildinga 
Government wharf at Wakefield, Va., the 
birthplace of Washington, cannot be begun 
without further legislation.

A great many bills have been filed with the 
officials of the House inanticipation of the 
adoption of the code of rules reported and 
now pending; these bills will be placed on 
the calendar in the order which they were 
received anditf there is any benefit to de de- 
rived from priority of position, the measures 
will be ina position to receive it. A great 
majority are bills that have oe found a 
place on the calendars of previous Con- 
greases, such as bills to repeal the federal 
election laws, to repay to the States the cot- 
ton tax, to establish a uniform system of 
bankruptcy, to increase the _ facilities 
for prosecuting war claims of 
various kinds. The original bills 
chiefly grow out of existing financial condi- 
tions. 

Several bills to repealthe 10 per cent tax 
on State banks circulation are included in 
the list, and two to establish an income tax— 
one by Mr. McRae (Dem.) of Arkansas is a 
moderate measure, and one by Mr. Richard- 
son (Dem.) of Tennessee is radical in its 
provisions. He proposes to lay a tax of 2 
per cent on $3,000 to $5,000; 5 per cent on $5,000 
to $10,000; 10 per cent, $10,000 to $20,000; 
cent, $20,000 to $30,000; 20 per cent, 
$50,000; 30 per cent, $50,000 to $100,000; 40 
cent on all over 35100, 000. 

Mr. McRae has also a bill designed to in- 
crease the circulating medium by directing 
the Secretary of the Treasury to issue an- 
nually at the end of each fiscal year Treasury 
notes toan amount equalto the total taxes 
and revenues collected by the Government 
during the previous year, and to replace the 
national bank currency Dy an equal amount 
vf Treasury notes. 

Mr. Harter (Dem.) of Ohio has prepared a 
national bank Dill, under the provisions of 
which national banks may issue circulatin 
notes up to 75 per cent of their paid-in capita 
and surplus without depositing bonds 
to secure it, and bonds now op deposit 
with the Treasurer to secure cir- 
culation may be withdrawn. The United 
States is to have a rst lien on the assets of 
any failed national bank to secure its guar- 
antee of the bank’s circulation, and in case 
the assets are not sufficient to reimburse the 
Government, the Oomptroller of the Cur- 
rency ig to make an assessment upon all the 
national banks of the State in which the der- 
elict Dank is located, divided pro rata ac- 
cording to their capital and surplus, to make 
up the deficiency. Beside the 75 per 
cent of circulation provided for as 
stated the banks may issue an 
amount equal to 50 per cent of their capital 
and surplus, to be Known as ‘‘emergency 
circulation,’ secured by United States bonds, 
and to pay a tax ot 6 per cent until retired. 
Mr. Harter has also prepared a bill, making 
itunlawful under heavy penalty for any of- 
ficer or employe ofa national bank to borrow 
money ofthat bank; also to authorize the 
Secretary of the ‘treasury to sell United 
States bonds when he deems it necessary 
thereby to maintain the parity of paper 
and silver money in the United States 
with gold; also to authorize the issue 
of national bank notes to the par 
value of bonds deposited for their redemp- 
tion; also directing the President to open the 
mints of the United States to the free coin- 
age of silver whenever he shall have been 
officially advised that not less than six na- 
tions of Europe, including Great Britain, 
Germany and France, have likewise opened 
their mints.

followed the decision of the Supreme Court in the 
case of Ewing vs. Hoblitzelle, in which they held

Drought and Continuous Sunshine Doing 
Great Damage to Agricultural Interests.

Bureau, stationed here, furnishes the follow 
ing on the weather and crop conditions for 
the State: 

With a deficiency in temperature and pre- 
cipation and almost continuous sunshine the 
conditions of the past week may be said to 


have been exceedingly unfavorable for 
agricultural interests. The temperature 
ranged from 1 and 2 deg. deficient 
in the Eastern and Southern counties 
to 6 and 8 deg. deficientin the west, central 
and northwest counties, The sunshine was 
almost continuous and in conjunction with 
such a marked deficiency in precipitation has 
proven detrimental to agriculture generally. 
Local showers occured in the west and 
west central counties, but with the excep- 
tion of Jasper and Newton Counties, the 
deposit was so light as to prove of little 
or no value to the parching vegetation and 
the general condition of crops througbout 
the major portion of the State is much 
worse thanatany time during the present 
season. Gardens are badly parched, and 
and many late products are dying for 
want of moisture. The potato crop is 
9 and the outlook for a heavy 
jeld is diminishing dally, pastures are fail- 
ng 1 stock is losing flesh and feeding 
has already commenced in many sections. 
Streams and wells are drying and stock water 
is getting very scarce. The ground has be- 
come so hardand dry that plowing for fall 
seeding has been generally suspended 
and the prospect for a small acreage this 
season increases daily. The success of 
much of the late corn plant depends 
on an early and heavy rain, butthe present 
outlook is for continued dry and warmer 
weather. 


IOWA WEATHER AND CROPS. 
Des Mornes, Io., Sept. 5.—The weekly Iowa 
weather and crop bulletin issued to-day says: 


The drouth is especially severe upon pastures 
necessitating the feeding of the stock in the 
dairying districts. The ground is general

His Baggage Awaiting His Call at the 
Southern Hotel 


STORY OF HIS STRANGE DEPARTURS, AS 
TOLD BY HIS FRIEND, MARK BORER. 


They Had Attended the South Side Races 
and Orr Was Queerly Affected by the 
Liquor He Drank—He Left the South- 
ern Early the Next Morning Without 
Warning—Two Mysterious Acquaint- 
ances. 


Mr. W. H. Orr, manager of Orr Bros. & 
Co. 's Novelty Manufacturing Works and 
Undertakers' Supplies in the city of Chihua- 
hua, Old Mexico, is missing. He disap- 
peared in St. Louis last Saturday, and his 
friends in this city andthe manager of the 
Southern Hotel, where he stopped, are at a 
loss to account for his continued absence. 

Mr. Orr went to Chicago and spent a couple 
of weeks at the Columbian Exposition. He 
then started home, intending to spend a 
couple of weeks in St. Louis, en route, visit- 
ing among friends and making some pur- 
chases for his extensive manufacturing 
plant. 

One of his friends in this city received a 
telegram from him last Friday morning dated 
at Chicago, asking him to meet him. This 
friend, Mr. Mark A. Boren, tells the story of 
Orr’s disappearance as follows: 

STORY OF THE DISAPPEARAXCE. 

Mr. Orr telegraphed me from the Great 
Northern Hotel at Chicago to meet him at 
the Southern Hotel in this city on Friday 
evening last. Instead I met him at the La- 
clede Hotel. Casting about for a pleasant 
way to spend the evening, we decided to go 
to the South Side race track. We went there 
and won some money. In the interim be- 
tween the races we went occasionally to the 
barand Mr. Orr became somewhat affected 
by liquor. Here he met two men, one a tall, 
slim man and the other about § feet 2 inches 
in height, who was called Lyons. These 
men talked to Mr. Orr a good 
deal, When we left the South 
Side Park and started home we met these 
two men again on the car. and though they 
said nothing tome they talked to Mr. Orr 
some time in an aside tone of voice. They 
left the car before we got off. When we got 
uptown again Mr. Orr insisted on going 
over to the East Side. Ido not know what 
gave him this idea unless it was something 
these men said to him. At any rate we took 
the electric car and started over the Eads 
Bridge. 

Ihe car was pretty well crowded,and when 
we were going down the incline on the east 
end of the bridge Orr dropped off the car. 
As soon as I could get myself through the 
crowd I followed and overtook him anc 
came back over the sridge. We went fight 
‘down to Faust’s Cafe and had supper, Th 
we went to the Southern Hotel and oe . 
room 875 together. Orr left orders &€ 
pare — by 7 o’clock next morning and lat 
o’clock. 

At 7 Orr arose, and I awoke just before 
left the room, but fell asleep again and al 
not arise until about lO o'clock. When I did 
come down I asked for Orr and was told he 
had stepped out. From that time he has not 
been seen or heard of. IWwas to accompany 
himto Chihuahua and occupy a lucrative 
position there. He had fully $500 on his 

rson when he left the hotel. He 

rought a good suoply of baggage with him 
when he came from Chicage, where he had 
stopped with his brother. 1 cannot but 
think something evil has happened to him 
as he is careless in ex ingarollof bills if 
he needs change and I had occasion to cau- 
tion him about this at the racetrack. He 
had several friends to visit here yet and his 
business was still unattended to. 
HIS DESCRIPTION. 

Orr is described as a man 6 feet 2inches in 
height and weighing over 200 pounds. He was 
smooth-shaven, of dark complexion, had on 
a dark suit of clothes (his coat a Prince Al- 
bert), had patent leather snoes with tips and 
wore a black tie, in which was asmall dia- 
mond worth perhaps $15 or $20. He has the 
habit of constantly expectorating.

FOOD SNAKES OF DAKOTA. 


Sioux Indians Made Their FPoisonous 
Eggs Nutritious. 


From the Minneapolis Journal. 

It is not generally known that the James 
River Valley was once the home of the only 
species of snake which ever furnished an 
abundant and nutritious supply of food for 
the use of man. Recent and honest ex- 
haustive investigation proves it to be true. 
This valley, in which no snake is now found, 
was once full of serpents, called by the Sioux 


Indians the food snake.“ by reason of the 
size and delicious flavor of its eggs. 

By untold dozens these eggs were laid in 
pits hollowed out of the soll for their recep- 
tion. Asa rule, the pits were from five to 
eight feet deep, eighteen inches in diameter 
and contained from 100 to M0 eggs, snugiy 
packed at the bottom and covered with dry 
grass and leaves. The eggs were a little 
larger than those of the domestic hen and 
more palatable, but deadly po . 

Many of the Sioux, 99 by hunger, 
died from eating them. Often they were 
pur ely exposed to the discovery of in- 
vading enemies, in order that they should 
eatand die. Not only were these eg Im- 
bued with poison, but they were equa! 
cullar in that they remained fresh an 
atabie in all weathers for thirteen years and 
were finally hatched by the cold of the winter 
and not the heat of the summer.

Since the adoption of the 
international lesson in England the passages 
were published in the religious papers, but 
systematic organization was essential to in- 
duce scholars to read them. The testimony of 
workers in the United States isthe same as 
those in our country, namely that the organ- 
iged daily Bible reading system has pro- 
duced remarkable results. According to the 
lan of the I. B. R. A., each church 
Ss asked to form a branch and appoint 
a Secretary. The reading for Monday 
is the international Bible lesson for the fol- 
lowing Sunday, the readings for the other 
Gays of the week are from other parts of the 
Bible, but have bearing on the lesson. 
Monthly and quarterly leaflets 
were issued, in order to enforce 
the importance of Bibie reading. The 
machinery is simple and the expense 
trivial. The organization was formed in 
1882 and has at present 450,000 members, to 
which 60,000 are being added annually. The 
membership cards have been printed in the 
Welsh, French and German languages, 
as weil as many Asiatic 
ages. The I. B. R. A. 1s an inter- 
national body, since it is represented in forty 
different countries and its lessons are studied 
in twelve different languages. Mr. Waters 
presented a map of. the world, 
with the countries indicated where the 
system has obtained. Mr. Jacobs said that 
the map would be photographed and printed 
in the official report. Mr. Waters, con- 
tinuing, said that the Independent Bible 
Reading Association was a Bible society, an 
evangelical. alliance and missionary society 
in one. In conclusion he asked the practical 
attention of the delegates to the plan as one 
which was calculated to hasten the day when 
the Bible would be read daily in every part of 
the world. Mr., Jacobs took up the 
map used by Mr. Waters, and pointed 
to the absence of Bible reading societies in 
South America, a fact to which he called the 
attention of the American delegates. Mr. 
Jacobs took the opportunity to speak of the 
work of Thomas Bridges in Terra del Fuego 
inthe extremity of South America and to 
laud the career of missionaries. 


EXCURSION TO-MORROW. 
An excursion on the steamer Pargoud to-

Switzer- 
aod, Italy, Speia, Norway and sweden, Deamark 
and Holland and Germany, and also finding that 
there are embarrassments, or difficulties, in 
the way of their reaching the countries in thejSouth- 
east of Europe, namely: Bulgaria, Rumania,Greece, 
Macedonia, Montenegro, Turkey and KRussla, your 
committee suggests that due consideration be given

This convention of Sunday-School workers from all 
lands recognizes the gracious favor of Aimighty 
God, the love of Jesus Christ, and the presence of 
the Holy Spirit in our meetings, and is deeply con-

all improved and extended. 
In order to foretell adverse criticism, and to reach a 
well-definéd basis of future action, we recommend

That an 
Executive Committee be appointed on Sunday- 
school work throughout the world: that this ¢om- 
mittee eonsist ofa chairman aud vice-chairman and 
tour from the United states, ope from Canada and 
Ave from the United Kingdom and one or more 
from other countries co-operating as may be found 
necessary in the judgment of the members 
of the committee previously named. This com- 
mittee may appoint well-known and experienced 
workers to assistin this work, and pay them for 
sachservice. providing the means necessary there- 
for be provided, Thatthis committee continue 
in office until the World’s Convention 
of Sunday school workers throughout the world is 
held; and this committee has power to fill vacarcies 
among their own number and to add to the number 
representatives from every nation as soon as proper 
persons fairly representing the nation or country 
are named. 

THE INTERNATIONAL LESSON SYSTEM. 

We recognize in the international uniform lesson 
movement the onward march of real progress. The 
rare fidelity, judgment and success with which the 
lesson committee are perferming a task of great 
difficulty gives occasion for profound gratitude, and 
we believe that the same pe. with such modifica- 
tions as experience shall direct, may be continued 
with growing acceptance and usefulness.

The effect was dra- 
matic, Rev.J.Monro Gibson of London deliv- 
ered an address on true Bible,“ and 
Mr. M. Greenwood, Jr., President of the St. 
Louis Sunday-schoo! Union, spoke on House 
to House Visitation. Mr. Greenwood made 
adeep impression on the delegates by nis 
terse, logical statements. He narrated the 
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Ablegate Satolli Addresses. the 
ace Catholics In Chicago. 


Archbishop Ireland Translates His 
Message for the Audience. 


LABOR THE SUBJECT OF THE SECOND DAY 
IN THE CHURCH CONGRESS. 


Rev. Wm. Barry of Dorchester, England, 
Talks on the Wrong of Unlimited 
Capitalism and the Evils of Monopo- 
lies—Edward Osgood Brown and Others 
Discuss Different Phases of the Sub- 
ject—An Interesting Day to Be Fol- 
lowed by a Reception. 


OnrcaGo, II., Sept. 8.— In the name of 
Leo XIII., Isalute the great American Re- 
public and I call upon the Oatholics of 
America to go forward, in one hand bearing 
the book of Christian truth and in the other 
the Constitution of the United States.’’ 

The Papal Delegate Satolli, wrapping the 
purple folds of his robe of office tightly about 
him and speaking witha burning intensity 
of feeling that surprised and enraptured the 
great multitude of people listening, delivered 
this message tb-day in the Catholic congress. 

The scene was dramatic in the extreme. 
The papal delegate had but a moment before 
been received with a thunderous burst of 
applause when he was seen mounting the 
platform with Archbishop Ireland, and the 
personal representative of the Romar Pon tiff 
to the United States. was literally 
shaking under the stress of the 
excitement of the occasion, which was his 
first public appearance ata national gather- 
ing since his appointment to office, and 
doubtless in is own eyes as in those of 
many was regarded as his installation in 
office. . 

Before addressing the Congress Satolli had 
been conducted toaa great black, towering 
chair of honor of curious ancient workman- 
ship, said to have been brought to America 
in one of the expeditions of Columbus. 
Here, with much majesty and with his 
mentor, Archbishop Ireland, on the 
lower chair beside him, the delegate, 
with eyes aglow, measured the 
throng before him, while Judge Morgan J. 
O’Brien of the New York State Supreme 
Court, the presiding officerof the congress, 
delivered an address of welcome and the sea 
of spectators: scanned eagerly the massive- 
jawed, firm-mouthed, darzling-eyed man 
who had been sent by Leo as their spiritual 
ruler. To addto the memorable picture 
there was seated near the chairman the Arch- 
bishop of Zante, of the Greek Church, in 
his strange costume of office, while on the 
opposite side of the stage were two turbaned 
representatives of the faith of Buddha, who 
had come into the hall to witness the pro- 
ceedings. 

The papal delegate spoke in his own 
tongue, the Italian, and his words were 
afterwards translated eloquently by Arch- 
bishop Ireland. Satolli said the 
first great Catholic congress, the 
ideal and model for this and every such 
gathering, was whén Christ surrounded by 
the children of Israel delivered his great dis - 
course on the mountain—the burden of which 
was, Seek first the kingdom of God and his 
justice and all other things shall be added 
anto you. The delegate said that here in 
America was the key of the future, and the 
Pope had charged him to speak out words of 
hope and blessing and the message quoted 


above. 

The first speaker of the day was Bishop 
Watterson of Columbus, O., who in an elo- 
quent address sounded the keynote for the 
discussion of the great social questions de- 
fore the congress. Bishop Watterson said 
the keynote was found in Leo’s encyclical on 
the condition of labor. There were a num 
ber of other speethes on the industrial situ- 


ation. 

The address of Wm. Barry of Dorchester, 
England, onthe ‘‘Duties of Capital’’ was 
particularly notable, Dr. Barry is regarded 
asone ofthe foremost Catholic authorities 
in the world on sociai questions. He said: 


The disastrous consequences of capitalism without 
check or limit do not foil upon any one form of 
government. When we allow the utmost te any one 
man as worker manufacturer, superintendent, or 
all three together, it should still be clear to us that 
the social elementin which he produces can never 
be done away. He enters into the iabors of his fel- 
low men;and they have accordingly their claims 
upon him which both justice aud charity for- 
bid him to pass over without recom pense. 
If then capita!, by whichI mean private prop 
erty yielding revenue, isto exist in a Christian 
commonwealth. it must fulfill its duties to the pub- 
lic. For it ie a trust, given to the individual upon 
condition of his 88 the social function 
which corresponds toitasa Christian ought, And 
where custom has falledtoenforce this view of 
things, law bas every right to interfere. Those 
who are suffered by the enaetments of the State to 
control the means of production and dis- 
tribution, must be iooked upon as in 8 true 
sense ministers the State, 


they never did and never could create 7 their own 
exertion; and not, as many suppose, irresponsible, 
absolute, and utterly independent owners“ of all 
the land, water, mines, minerals and machinery, 
which, by legal prosess, they may have acquired. 
The ministering class of capitalists, supposing they 
minister, deserve for themselves fair wages. But 
those wages are most unfair which cannot be id, 
except at the cost of a permanent nucieus of misery 
and demoraiization, such asthe capitals of Europe 
have long contained within them, and some of the 
American cities may now see growing up io their 
midst. 

Continuing the speaker sald that even a 
State is capable to robbing its citizens col- 
lectively, as when it surrenders without a 

roper equivalent rights of way or public 
ands, or the common right of market, and, 
in general, when it creates or suffers to grow 
up _ unchecked monppolies which take an 
undue share of the products of labor and 
which violate the economic freedom of 
others. To make thieves restore their ill- 
gotten goods; to put down ‘‘rings and cor- 
ners;’’ to regulate or even abolish so- called 
**trusts’’;to keep intact the right of ‘‘emi- 
nent domain;’’ to safeguard the heaith, 
morals and religious freedom of its citizens, 
are duties incumbent on the State, especially 
when the majority of the people seem to be 
at the mercy of private capitalists. Nor can 
it be objected that these things constitute an 
*‘intolerable interference with the rights of 
property,“ for property never has any right 
to do wrong.

March of the Veterans Attending the 
Indianapolis Encampment. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. Sept. 5.—Indlianapolis 
is ina blaze of patriotic decoration. Her 
streets have resounded for many hours with 
the tread of marching men and music, some 
of it of a doubtful character as to tune. One 
delegation after another from all parts of the 
nation followed each other from the station. 
So well have the arrangements been planned 
that in the midst of these great crowds there 
is no disorder and noconfusion. Everything 
is moving smoothly. Thereare information 
bureaus on every corner down town and 
hundreds of extra police are on band to tell 
the veterans anything they want to know and 
help them to their barracks, if they need 
help. Barrels ofice water on every street 
corner, surgeons and ambulances placed at 
all central points are some of the things that 
make this encampment such a success. 

The old soldier bad a brisk time last night 
with the camp- Ares and other entertain- 
ments, formal and informal. He went to bed 
late and got up late this morning. The boom- 
ing of the eannon awakened bim, and whep 
he came down town he found the streets so 
packed that he could hardly get to his ren- 
does vous. 

The sun had scarcely risen when the people 
began to gather along the streets of the line 
of march to see the parade—the largest one 
Indianapolis had ever seen. The police had 
been out before them, and put wire cables 
along the streets to keep the crowds away 
from the marchers. In front of the Court- 
house was a great amphitheater 600 
feet long, with seats for 2,000 people. 
The center was a gorgeously deco- 
rated review stand, from whic h 
the Commander-in-Chief and staff saw and 
were cheered by the marching thousands. 
As the hour for the parade approached the 
crowd became greater and thronged every 
spot. Orderlies and officers, on elegantly 
caparisoned horses, dashed here and there 
getting posts and battalions and divisions in 
order. The music of the bands was on every 
side, and above it all was the cheering of the 
multitude. Not one house along the entire 
line of march, and it stretched out nearly five 
miles, was undecorated. The streets and 
lawns Were a mass of bright colors fluttering 
inthe spring like breeze over the heads of 
the brave men who marched along inthe 
ranks as they had done before. 

The spectacie was impressive and pictur- 
esque. Never betore was it equaled in this 
city and probably never excelled in any other 
on an occasion of this Kind. 

The weather to-day was of the made-to- 
order variety—cool and pleasant, with a 
light Dreeze. The great column began form- 
ing early in the day at the corner of Meridian 
and Seventh streets.

Welsh Song Festival Opening at 
World's Fair To- Day. 


Wor.Lp’s Farr GROUKDS, Sept. 5.—Festival 
Hall echoed and re-echoed the harmony ofa 
hundred voices or more in unison this day, 
the first of the great Welsh musical celebra- 
tion, known as the Gorsedd of the Isle of 
Great Britain. This is the first time that a 
gorsedd was ever permitted to be conducted 
beyond the shores of Great Britain. Authority 
to conduct it was granted to the Cymrodorion 
Society of Chicago, andthe Arch Druid of 
Wales delegated hischief bard, Hwfa Mon, 
to the work.

The Baidic procession was enlivened dy 
national musicand the Cambrian flag with 
its fierce red dragoon and the banners of the 
five Bardic provinces of Great Britain were 
unfolded to the breeze. These provinces are 
Clamorgan, Dybed, Gwynedd, Powys and 
Caerleon. In the procession there was a 
Bardic representation from each of the 
provinces. 

Bards, ovates and musicians led the ‘*Vic- 
tor’’ tothe chair, while Eisteddfod choirs 
sang to organ, piano and harp accompanl- 
ments. Theimpressiveritesof the order 
were observed and numerous Bardic robes 
formed a scene of dazzling splendor.

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A COAL SHAFT BURNED. 


Fifty Thousand Dellars Burned at Bloom. 
ington, 111.—Other Fires. 


BLOOMINGTON, III., Sept. 5.—At 11 o’clock 
last night fire broke out in the crushing de- 
partment of the McLean County coal shaft, 
andthe entire structure, including also the 
old Citizens’ Gasiight and Heating-works, 
which was located near by, was entirely de- 
stroyed. Soon ufter the blaze was started it 
spread very rapidly, as the upper part of the 
shaft was constructed almost entirely of 
wood, and in a short time the whole place 
was one mass of seething flames.

THERE are some elements of improba- 
bility in the story of Emin Pasha’s death, 
but they seem to be only imaginative 
trimmings toa tale which, it is to be 
feared, must be accepted as true. Emin 
was, like other men, full of faults, but he 
was pre-eminently disinterested in his 
life work. Animated by a passion for 
scientific research, he forgot all else in his 
desire to add to the stock of knowledge 
concerning the mysterious continent 
which has baffied the curiosity of man- 
kind for six thousand years. 


Gov. ALTGELD’S SPEECH. 

There was no trace of anarchism or 
demagogism in the speech of Gov. Altgeld 
at the Chicago labor demonstration. It em- 
bodied a broad and sound view of the labor 
problem and the labor struggle. It was 
the utterance of clear-headed statesman- 
ship grounded in true principles and braced 
with good sense and sound philosophy. 

While paying a noble tribute to labor 
and defending labor organizations from 
unjust aspersions, the Governor not only 
defined its place, part and opportunity in 
the forces of production with frankness, 
but he gave salutary warning and advice 
to labor representatives. He bid them be 
patient in distress, law-abiding and to 
stick to peaceful and legitimate methods 
of agitation. He pricked the bubble of 
State relief. He warned honest working- 
men against the fatal effect of violence and 
the fatal influence of the advocates of law- 
lessness and revolution. He impressed 
upon them the value of combination and 
concentration, working in conformity to 
law for lawful redress. The germ of his 
wise counsel is embodied in the following: 

The lesson that I wish to impress upon you 
is that in business, in the industries, in gov- 
ernment, everywhere, only those interests 
and forces survive that can maintain them- 
selves along legal lines, and if you per- 
manently improve your condition it must be 
by intelligently and patriotically standing 
together allover the country. Every plan 
must fail unless you dothis. At present you 
are toa greatextent yet a scattered force, 
sufficiently powerful, if collected, to make 
yourselves heard and felt; to secure not only 
a fair hearing but a fair decision of all ques- 
tions. Unite this power and you wil) be in- 
dependent; leave it scattered and you will 
fail. Organization is the result of education 
as well as an educator. 

This is the lesson of experience and wis- 
dom. The more labor has organized and 
used its organization for legitimate ends 
in legitimate ways, the greater the respect 
and the power it has gained. It is due the 
labor organizations to say that great prog- 
ress has been made in this direction, and 
the signs indicate a far advancein the edu- 
cation of workingmen towards a realiza- 
tion of the value of organization and 
the proper means of utilizing its power. 

But Gov. Altgeld’s speech is not valua- 
ble to the wage toilersalone. Itis worth 
a careful reading by all classes of citizens 
and especially those who are unable to 
find anything but antagonism in the 
different sections of organized society. It 
sets forth clearly and vigorously the great 
truth which is the essence of political 
wisdom, that the interests of all are bound 
up together and that the true ends of one 
are the true ends of all.

DANGEROUS REMEDIES. 

The tendency to rush to remedial schemes 
in times of distress without regard on 
principles or consequences is illustrated in 
the bill introduced by Senator Hunton of 
Virginia to abolish panics by providing for 
Government security to depositors of na- 
tional banks. 

Senator Hunton’s bill provides that re- 
ports of the financial condition of all na- 
tional banks shall be made to the federal 
authorities, and when such reports indi- 
cate soundness the Government shall guar- 
antee the deposits made in good faith by 
all persone who’ are not officers 
or stockholders of the bank. At 
additional feature is the insurance 
of the Government against ultimate loss in 
the payment of the deposits of failing 
banks by the levying of a percentage tax 
upon all deposits for the creation of a lia- 
bility fund. 

Federal inspection of national banks 
created by a war device to raise money is 
thus carried to the conclusion of legal re- 
sponsibility for the deposits of the in- 
spected bank. If a bank, the deposits of 
which the Government guaranteed, should 
fail the Government would of course pay 
depositors at once, and would be reim- 
bursed out of the proceeds realized in the 
winding-up of the bank or from the de- 
positors’ liability fund. 

This plan would undoubtedly prevent 
runs upon national banks and under the 
Hunton law there would probably be no 
other kind of banks in existence. But it 
smashes sound principles of government 
into smithereens and involves conse- 
quences of great import. 

Bank runs are not the causes of panics, 
but the results. Why not prevent panics 
by bolstering failing enterprises and col- 
lapsing trusts? What right has the Gov- 
ernment to use the people’s money to pay 
the debts of banking corporations? What 
effect would the knowledge that their 
depositorscould not losea cent by their 
mismanagement, speculation or dishonesty 


| have upon the bank officials? The Gov- 


ernment would inevitably become the 
banker of the people, and if the banker 
why not the general backer and master in 
all commercial and industrial enterprises? 
That Senator Hunton’s proposition 


should receive any favor shows in how 
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governmen — pee 
terference — has taken 
nes 4 citizens.

RUFFIANS PAST AND PRESENT. 


Within the past few days the newspapers 
have been mainly occupied with discus- 
sions of the money question, a religious 
convention and the doings of a gang of 
outlaws who robbed a railway train and 
did other unseemly things. Of these three 
topics there can be no doubt that the last 
mentioned is the most popular with the 
majority of readers. This is very dis- 
couraging to friends of the proprieties, 
those who deplore the depressed condition 
of popular morality and who wish to 
**elevate the masses’’ to their own level of 
blessedness and godliness, but it is a fact 
which must be admitted, disagreeable as 
it is. 

But there is nothing new in this fact. 
Btories of adventure, daring, stories with 
go“ in them are and always have been 
the most acceptable and numbered the 
most readers despite the declamation of 
mora liste and the dilettante disquisitions 
of critics concerning analysis, and charac- 
ter, and manners. The human mind still 
reverts to ruffianism of one sort or another 
as the source of the most interesting tales. 
Neither Pharisaical reproaches cast upon 
the ‘‘crime column’’ nor sermons against 
the ‘‘low taste’’ of the multitude suffice to 
eradicate this craving which was born with 
usand which grows with what it feeds 
upon. 

It depends upon the point of view 
whether adventures of this kind are exam- 
ples of heroism orruffianism. Probably 
no more complete collection of pure ruf- 
fians was ever made than that in the Ho- 
meric poems. Achilles, Agamemnon, the 
two Ajaxes, Hector and Paris, were men of 
passions and instincts similar to those 
which animate ‘‘pugs’’ like Sullivan and 
Corbett and outlaws like the James boys 
and the Daltons. The deeds of the first 
are embalmed in poetry and romance, 
which school boys are made to read as 
tasks to ‘‘discipline and strengthen the 
mind,’’ while the newspaper accounts 
of similar examples of rufflaniem 
and brutality are frowned up- 
on as shocking attempts to deprave 
still further an already degraded taste. 
True, there is literary, perhaps philosophic 
merit, in the first, which is wanting in 
the other, but the chief interest in both is 
not in the literary fotm but in the facts 
related. No less a critic than Andrew 
Lang has confessed to this. He admits 
that his Greek lessons routed him with 
great slaughter until he got into Homer, 
where there was fighting, when he sud- 
denly awoke to the great value of. the 
language, and read the stories with avid- 
ity. 

The primary instincts of humanity can- 
not be ignored nor treated with contempt. 
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ture, and those who declaim most earnest- 
ly against stories of modern brutes are 
often most devoted to those which relate, 
in finished verse, the exploits of their an- 
tique prototypes. Whatever may be said 
by the critics mankind has a way of ad- 
miring courage and will always read the 
stories of brave men with the keenest rel- 
ish, without stopping to consider whether 
the bravery be displayed in a good or bad 
cause. 
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THERE is something to be said in favor 
of General Manager Morrill’s suggestion 
that train robbery be made a capital of- 
tense, but there is more to be said against 
it. There is no reason to believe that 
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hanging would deter men who have the 


nerve to rob trains, for desperate charac- 
ters have never been susceptible to penal 
threats,and should a capital penalty be at- 
tached to the crime it would tend to add 
murder to robbery,forthe outlaws would do 
their work thoroughly and leave nothing 
undone which might add to the profit ofa 
transaction sure to be fatal in any case 
should they be apprehended and con- 
victed. Crimes of this kind are not dis- 
couraged by laws directed against them. 
They will beof frequent occurrence until 
railway and express companies, co-operat- 
ing with the State, shall take measures 
which will make robbery difficult of ac- 
complishment. In other words, preven- 
tion rather than cure should be the chief 
study of those who have most to lose. 
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ACOORDING to Missionary Swan Emin 
Pasha is not only dead but masticated and 
digested. The story of his death is accom- 
panied by circumstantial details which give 
verisimilitude to a bald and unconvincing 
fact. Ifa skillful dramatist had arranged 
the details of his death, they could not 
have so nicely harmonized with his ad- 
venturous career. He was slain in 
the most dramatic and realistic man- 
ner by 7 huge Arab with 
a curved knife and a gift of 
eloquence. His roasted remains after- 
wards graced the table of a great feast held 
in rejoicing over his demise. They were 
devoured by cannibalistic Arabs, whose 
existence no one wil 1 doubt, as they are 
necessary to the climax of Mr. Swans story. 
This description of Emin’s death will 
have to be accepted at least until the 
Pasha himself revises and corrects it.

WELCOME BY CLEVELAND. 


The Pan-American Medical Congress Be- 
gins Its Sessions in Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—The President of the 
United States gave graceful welcome to the 
Pan-American Medical Congress, whose 
four days’ session commenced here 
to-day, and the business of the gathering 
was entered upon under the most favorable 
conditions of weather, attendance and pub- 
lic interest. 

The parquet of Albaugh’s Opera-house, 
where the congress met, was well filled, and 
the galleries also had an attentive audience, 
including many ladies, at 10 a. m. when Dr. 
William Hopper of Philadelphia took the 
chair. Many of the prominent delegates 
took seats on the stage, but others occupied 
the body of thetheater. There were prob- 
ably between 800 and 1,000 doctors in attend- 
ance. 

Shortly after 10a. m. President Cleveland 
passed from behind the scenes in front of the 
stage, escorted by Dr. Pepper, and was 
greeted with hearty applause. He wore, as 
usual, a black Prince Albert coat, tightly 
buttoned overa figure displaying no undue 
tendency to corpulence. The President 
walked with a firm step, his face worea 
pleasant smile and when he spoke his voice 
was even clearer and stronger than when he 
addressed the assembled thousands 
in the eastern portico in the 
snowstorm on March 4 last. 
The band as usual played Hall to the 
Chief,“ until the President took his seat. 
Then Dr. Pepper called upon Bishop Paret of 
Maryland to invoke the biessing of God upon 
the confererence. Bishop Paret, wearing his 
episcopal robes, came forward and the 
audience revrently rose. Opening his invo- 
cation with the Lor’’s Prayer, he briefly im- 
plored divine blessing upon every effort for 
the advancement of sound medical learning 
— usefulness, and closed with the bene dic- 

on. 

Dr. Pepper then said: It is in accorda nce 
with the deep Interest taken by the Govern- 
ment of the United States in the organization 
and success of this congress that our 
honored President bas kindly come this 
morning, in the exercise of his function, to 
open formality the first Pan-American Medi- 
cal Congress. I have the honor of presenting 
President Cleveland.

Fate of the Followers ‘of Atrican Explorer 
Van den Kerckhove. 

BRUSSELS, Sept. 5.—Private letters received 
here from the Congo Free State declare that 
after the death of Explorer Van den Kerck- 
hove, the whole of his expedition was com- 
pletely destroyed, over twenty whites being 
Killed. 


Van den Kerckhove was in the service of 
King Leopold of Belgium, In October of last 
year he was heard from while moving along 
the Mobangi-Nakua and Moomu Rivers for 
the purpose of taking. possession of that 
large region in the name of the 
Congo State. It was his purpose 
atthat time to occupy Emin Pasha’s old 
province which according tothe convention 
signed between Gormeny and England in 
1890, was to bea part of the British posses- 
sion. A month latter news came to Brussels 
that Van den Kerckhove had taken up a 
position on the left bank of the Nile,andthat 
he had a force of 3,000 men ;that he had estab- 
lished a chain of stations from the Lower 
Mobangi River tothe Nile, and seemed in a 
fairway to carry out the ambition of the 
Kingofthe Belgians to extend his Congo 
domains, so as to procure, as his eastern 
frontier, Albert Nyanzaand the Nile as far 
as Ledo. 

Since then pews wes received that in one 
ofhis many battles with the Arabs the ex- 
plorer was killed, butthe first definite ad- 
Vices as to the fate of his followers is con- 
tained inthe above cable from Brussels.

BUSINESS SITUATION IN MEXICO, 
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Interesting Reports Received by the 
Spanish Club’s Trade Committee. 


The Trade Committee of the St. Louis Span- 

ish Club some time ago sent to prominent 
merchants throughout Mexico requests for 
information regarding the present business 
situation and the outlook in commercial cir- 
cles in their country. A number of interest- 

ing replies have been received, among the m 
the following. A correspondent from the 
City of Mexico writes: 


The present depressionin the silver market has 
had a tendency tocurteil importations to Mexico. 
In se far as the interna! conditior of Mexico is ¢on- 
cerned, I consider it strong. The conservative busi- 
ness methods of this country are in times like these 
a protection toit. There bas been a heavy drain 
for the past 21 — on thecurrency of this coun- 
try to the United States. forthe purchase of corn. 
Ste., for the relief of drought-stricken dsitricts. 
The apparent depression from this, however, is 
much less than it would have been in a less conserv- 
ative country, where money is freely circulated and 
where much of the business is transacted means 
of paper through the bank. Here in exico it 
simply called for a surplus of money which had been 
hoarded, or brought into use so hoarded, which in 
consequence had been out of circulation. 

Prospects for good crops throughout the entire 
Repubiic are probably better than they have been 
for the last twenty years. Rains have been abun- 
dant and far reaching. and this will make easy con- 
ditions In so far as internal exchauge is concerned. 

Asarule prominent merchaats of the Republic 
are financialiy safe and strong. The depression in 
silver. as previvusly stated, will und oubtedly affect 
importation to a certain exteat. Italso affects the 
Governmentand business enterprises which have 
been assumed under gold obligations. 

I predict that out of this temporary present de- 

ression Mexieo will come stronger than it has ever 

den before, because it has demonstrated the neces- 
sity of various prodacts in order to secure eredit on 
the gold basis with foreign countries. Inereased ac- 
tivity along the line of exportations is already no- 
tieeable, and is sure to result ultimately in making 
the country financially stromger than it has ever 
been before. 


Another correspondent from the same city 
writes: 


The present low rate of silverand high rate of 
exchange has caused many of the leading merchants 
of Mexico to cancel orders for shipments for im- 
mediate delivery, awaiting change in the silver 
situation. Cancellations of orders are particularly 
noticeable on large shipments of machinerr. The 
commercial standing of houses in Mexico whe have 
Deen dealing with the United States has not been 
affected to any extent by the present high rate of 
exchange, the main resuit being to curtail pur- 
chases until such time as the siiver question is set- 
tied. We hope this will not belong delayed. 


The following is ffom the State of Chi- 
huahua: 


Regarding the present business and financial situ- 
ation in Mexico, importations to Mexico have falien 
off eonsiderabiy as a result of the great reduction in 
the price ef silver. Alikinds of business are in a 
depressed state. Merchants have been withholding 
ayments of their obligations until exchange would 
ower toa more reasonable rate and have hesitated 
to order goeds, thinking the conalitions might be- 
come worse, but I have beard of no unfavorable 
change ia their standiag. Mansy times in the past 
opinions have dees expressed that when silver 
would reach a certain low point business with biex- 
ico from St. Louis would stop, but the results have 
never justified the predictien. 

It I were selling goods I would prefer to trust 
merchants of Mexico rather than the silver produe- 
ing parts of the United States. Mexico is better pre- 
pared to meet a crisis of this sort than the west part

No failures, however, have 
occurred in the country, nor do we think there will 
be any, astheerops this year seem to be good ai) 
around. The rainy season has set in in good earnest, 
just in time tosave the ranchers from losing any of 
theircattic, which were in poor condition on ac- 
couns of former dry years. Mexico is now realizing 
to a larger extent than ever before that more atrten- 
tion should be paid to segricalture, and we think if 
this is done our country will progress rapidly.
